ditional foreign policy of the Undted 
Steles so established had been car- 
ried to greater lengths. 
The 
pre- 


dominant nor.e of American diplom- 
acy, according to Secretary Knoi, is 
the promotion of peace by arbitration 
—both by the adoption of this meth- 
od in iMie settlement of existing dis- 
putes, and by taking the leid iu the 
movement for eiilargin-g the powers 
of the iutern-itioiial court 
at 
Tiif 


Hague. 


In this latter 
connection, Secre- 


tary Kaox made the significant state- 
ment that the foreign powers had 
gone so far in indicating informally 
their approval of his plans for estab- 
lishing an international court of ar- 
bitral justice that the success of this 
enterprise was practically insured. 


As an evidence of the" progress of 


the United States in the 
cause of 


arbitration, he pointed out the cases 
now in process, of adjustment — the 
Newfoundland fisheries arbitration 
at The Hague, the Orinico Steamship 
Company's claim against Venezuela, 
which Is to be adjusted by the same 
method; the submission of the Also') 
claim against Chile to King George, 
and the adoption: of arbitration as a 
method of setting disputes which 
may arise over the use of waterways 
along the Canadian 
boundary.

also pointed out as an evidence of 
the desire of the United States to 
promote peace in' neighboring coun- 
tries, the American administration 
of customs in- Santa Domingo, the ef- 
forts to assist i'he republic of L'iberi-a 
and a proposal, now under considera- 
tion of straightening out the finan- 
cial tangle in- Honduras by mi?ans of 
a loan.

self in a severe earthquake that shook 
up the surrounding region. For six- 
teen years the subterranean rum- 
blings continued at intervals, and in 
the year 79 A. D. came the great ca- 
tastrophe in which Herculaneum and 
Pompeii were overwhelmed.

COOKING HINTS. 


CREAMED HADDOCK. 


Required—A 
fresh 
haddock. 10 


ounces butter, pepper, salt, lemon, 
browned breadcrumbs, a little g»od 
white sauce. 


Order the haddock filleted, well 


grease a baking-tin with butter o» 
dripping, lay the fish in. squeeze the 
iuice of half a lemon over, and sea- 
son with pepper and salt, cover with 
greased white paper, and bake for 
about ten minutes. Put the fish upon 
a hot dish, stir sufficient made white 
sauce into the pan it was cooked in, 
and boil it up again: pour over tha 
ish. scatter over the browned bread- 
:rumbs, garnish with parsely and 
emoa. 


DAINTY PUDDING. 


Beat the yolks and whites of flv« 


eggs separately and add to the yolks 
two tablespoons of powdered sugar, 
three tablespoons of flour and the 
p-ated rind of one iemon. Whip on*- 
tialf pint of ereara mntil stiff and add 
with the whites of the eggs to the 
other ingredients. Put in small pans 
and bake in a. hot oven for one-half 
hour. When done pile like layer cake, 
[Hitting a different kind of preserve 
between each layer. Serve with a. 
garnish of whipped creaju. 


STUFFED POTATOES. 


Bake the desired camber of large, 


well-shaped potatoes.
